"py "f the Junior Volunteer may i 
disippointed as only a limited mini ' 
her <-f copies have been ordered A< | 
cording to the management of thej 
am.ua! the number ordered is l» s> i 
th-n the nu nber of requested reset - - j 
vat ion.-, due to the fact that sev-ri! 
students have riot confirmed their re¬ 
quests by making the first two pay¬ 
ments. 

As the cost of copies of the annual 
is so a u-'h more than the sale price 
to tin students, the added cost can¬ 
not be borne easily from the annual’s 
1 firia;;, es The st itement of the man- 
ag* m< nt follows; 

Tl;e order for two hundred cov¬ 
e’s and copies of the Junior Volun¬ 
teer was made on January 28. It 
will be impossible to increase th s 
order later than two weeks from that 
j date. Anyone who expects to buy his 
Junior Volunteer in May cannot b< 
assured a copy. 

No student can bo auie of getting 
1 a copy of tho annual until he has paid 
the first two payments. We cannot 
[ order a large surplus of copies be¬ 
cause of the cost per copy, which is 
twice the rate anade to the students 
Twenty unsold copies would repre¬ 
sent & Iosb of over one hundred dol¬ 
lars. 

"One hundred and thirty-eight stu¬ 
dents have made the first two pay¬ 
ments and, therefore, have a copy 
reserved. Fourteen teachers have 
made reservation of copies. 
Thirty-seven students have made the 
first payments and cannot be assured 
of receiving copies until the second 
payments have been made. Fourteen 
signed contracts but have not made 
any payments.

Leaving Nashville at noon on Mon¬ 
day, January 18, the train arrived at 
Washington Tuesday morning at ele¬ 
ven o'clock. Reserving rooms at one 
of Washington's leading hotels, the 
Messrs Harris and their party were 
spectators of a special feature of In¬ 
auguration ceremonies. 

Queenle, the Mississippi donkey, 
was presented by Lieu. -Got. J. B. 
Snider of Mississippi, to Ueut-Gov. 
Eugene Harley of South Carolina. 
This act was payment at a bet made 
between the Lieutenant Governors of 
Mississippi and South Carolina that 
their respective state would poll the 
largest Democratic majority In the 
election last November. 

(Mississippi’s payment to South 
Carolina, the winner with over 68 per 
cent of the votes going to Roosevelt, 
was the donkey, Queenle. Following 
Queenie’s receipt by Lieut Gov. Har¬ 
ley, he in tourn presented her to 
Ppstmaster-Ganeral James A, Farley 

Queenle will live in the White 
House stables during the next four 
years. The bet between South Caro¬ 
lina and Mississippi will become per¬ 
manent, with the state with the smal¬ 
lest Democratic per centage furnish¬ 
ing the mascot of the Democratic 
party for the following four years. 

Tuesday evening, the electors' din¬ 
ner was held in the same hotel. Phil 
Harris attended this dinner and had 
the good fortune to meet and sit be¬ 
side the oldest elector, I. M. Price 
of Cincinnati. 

Harris said that he was blinded all 
during the evening by the very num¬ 
erous flashes from the flashlights of 
reporter-photographers. One of the 
chief subjects for these photographs 
was Postmaster-General Farley, who 
gave the chief address of the even¬ 
ing. 

Wednesday, the day of the inaugu¬ 
ration, was an ugly, rainy day. The 
crowd was not quite as large as ex¬ 
pected. Nevertheless, the streets were 
lined. 

An interesting feature of the day 
was the fact that our United States 
was without a president for about 30 
minutes. The first term of President 
Roosevelt expired at 12, noon, and 
he did not take the Inaugural oath 
for his second term until 12:30. Vice- 
President Gamer was president for 
about five minutes because he took 
the oath before President Roosevelt 
and was virtual president in the ab¬ 
sence of the real president. 

President Roosevelt rode down the 
route of the parade in advance of the 
parade and returned to the reviewing 
stands to watch the parade. President 
Roosevelt was advised not to ride -In 
an open car in the rain, but he in¬ 
sisted that he could do it if all the 
people could stand out In it to see 
him. 

TIurty-six of the United States' 
governors were present and rode in 
the parade. This is the largest num¬ 
ber of Governors ever to attend the 
inaugural ceremonies. The Army 
band, the Navy band, and other army 
and navy bands, and divisions of the 
Army and Navy, marched in the pa¬ 
rade also. 

After the parade, President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt gave a tea for the 
electors. iPhil Harris sneaked in on 
thin session, probably receiving in¬ 
spiration for such an act by having 
read some of Richard Halliburton s 
books. Here he talked with Gen. Far¬ 
ley, Secretary of State Cordell Hull, 
and the President's mother, as well 
as other statesmen. He was especial¬ 
ly Impressed with the genial and aris¬ 
tocratic bearing of Mrs. Roosevelt, 
the President's mother. 

On a sight-seeing tour Thursday he 
visited the residences of former pres¬ 
idents, the offices where Washington 
and L'Enfant planned the city, Arl¬ 
ington Memorial Park, home of Rob¬ 
ert E. Lee, Arlington National Mem¬ 
orial Bridge, Mount Vernon, govern¬ 
ment buildings in the city, and other 
landmarks of the city. 

The return trip was started Thurs¬ 
day night, and Harris arrived in 
Nashville Sunday. The cause of de¬ 
lay was the flood waters in Kentucky. 
He was held up at Cincinnati one 
night and day. One of the tense mo¬ 
ments was crossing a high tresael 
where the water was up to the third 
step of the train entrance. 

Phil Harris said that be had his 
coat off, ready to Jump from, the ob¬ 
servation car If anything happened. 
The train engineered the crossing 
safely. Later, the passengers of the 
train were informed that that same 
tressel had washed out with In an 
hour after they had crossed it.
